T he united Russian force« are now 
north of Y’entai, a station on the rail­ 
way about ten miles n ortheast of Liao 
Y ang 
They are pushing on to Muk­ 
den, to which the bulk of Japanese 
forces is m arching direct, after hav­ 
ing sw arm ed across the Taitse river. 
A strong Japanese flanking column is 
about th irty miles no rth e ast of Liao 
Y’ang and is trying to get between the 
Russian forces and Mukden 
W ith this race In progress there was 
a brief dispatch from Mukden, sa>ing 
th a t preparations for the evacuation 
of th at place are proceeding. 
This re­ 
port, if well-founded, would mean the 
abandonm ent of the whole of southern 
M anchuria and the winding up of the 
present campaign. 
It was reported in St. Petersburg at 
a late hour last night th at Kuropat- 
kin’s rear guard had been almost an­ 
nihilated and th at th e main Russian 
arm y was In danger of being surround­ 
ed.
